Particulars of the robot massacrea of 
Dutch soldiers in Colebes show that two 
patrols wore fullon.upon suddenly at diffor.

privates perished. The slaughter on July

of -a ohioftain, . Troops have been sent 
against the mountaineers.

Specimens of ore found nt 
Muara Ayer Putih showed such high per- 
centages of gold and silver that thorough 
prerpecting by experts in urged strongly. 
At unother placo—Lebong Lipaug—assiya 
gave such splendid results ay to justify 
mining operations at ‘onco. The lowest, 
assny showed about 81 penny-weights 
of. gold to the ton, Tho average ore 
milled at Redjang Lebong, in 1906, wa 
only 22.14 perinywoights to the ton.
